NE of the unforeseen 

results’ of Mr A. G. 
Clarke’s reebnt budget pro- 
posal to charge property 
tax at the full rate on un- 
controlled = premises has 
been the disclosure that 2 
number of landlords ure 
increasing rents to com- 
pensate for the additional 
payments to Government. 
There is no knowing yet 
how many will be involved, 
but Mr Clarke has himself 
indicnted that 7B per cent 
of all tenants in urban 
areas live in accommodn- 
tion where the rent’ is not 
restricted. The fear 


will follow the example of 


those who have alrendy de- ‘ 


clared their intentions, If 
this happens, urgent eoun- 
ter-measures will be neces- 
sary. . 
On the arguments presented 
by Mr Clarke, the decision 
to charge the full rate of 
tax will be — generally 
acclaimed as u just method 
of collecting $18 million 
from a group of people who 
should be paying a higher 
rate than they are. The 
landlords have never had 
it so good and it is a fair 
guess that demand for 
housing will keep it that 
way for a‘ long time to 
come. But it seems hard 
to believe that the full 
rate of tax is going to ent 
into their profits to such 
an oxtent that the tenant 


should have to be asked to |. 


bear a share of it. 

HERE are too many cases 
already of people paying 
anything up to half their 
monthly’ wages .in rent, 
without adding to their 
burdens. Most of these 
people might be described 
.as middie wage carners 
whose monthly pay packet 
runs from $600 to $1,260. 
Almost all are family men 
whose wives in many cases 
have to work as well to en- 
uble them to maintain o 
respectable standard of 
living and to ensure their 
children of a good educa- 
tion. The majority re- 
ceive no benefits from their 
employers. This is the 
Colony’s middle class, small 
in number but nonetheless 
an: indispensible part of 
every business concern and 
Government department. 
And there would be sorious 
concern felt if the land- 
lords were allowed to put 
the aquecze on them in the 

form of higher rent, 
if thero is n general increase, 
therefore, the remedy wo 
urge is fair rent. courts. 
These would exercise a form 
of restraint .without dis- 
couraging new ‘building, 
particularly if the Inndlord 
were made to bear the 
costs of the proceedings in 
which the court found in 
favour of a tenant.

Another reason for the slow- 
down of the First Plan, after 
‘an Initial burst in the first two 
years, was that during the re- 
cession the prices of rubber and 
tin, which account for 85 per 
cent of the country’s exports, 
deelined significantly and the 
national income was adversely 
uffected. 

However, during the period 
of the First) Plan, the private 
sector invested — sHghtly over 
the sum estimated—most of the 
money going into the manu- 
facturing field. 


SUCCESS 

The most important success 
of the First Plan was that’ the 
Gavernment suceceded in 
strengthening: the economic base 
of the country. Of the $160 
million subsidy allotted to the 
replacing of old rubber and low- 
yiclding trees with young and 
hith-yielding rubber trees, 
$153.4 million was spent dur- 
ing, the period, or 96 per cent of 
the target. 

Government incentive and fl- 
nanelal assistance in carrying 
out a massive replanting — pro- 
gramme was instrumental in 
getting smallholders to replant 
308,000 acres and extend: their 
holdings by 86,000 acres, while 
the big estates replanted 357,000 
acrés and inerensed their hold- 
ings by 79,000 acres.

This .masslve replanting 
scheme has now made the 
country the most progressive 
and efficient producer of na- 
tural rubber In the world. The 
replanting programme is still 
in progress as the government 
subsidy ends next year. 

The Government's hopes af 
making the country cventually 
self-suMcient in its main crop 
—rice—fell short of its basie ob- 
jeetives during the plan period. 
The aim during the 1956-60 
period was to step up produc- 
tion by providing = irrigation 
facilities to already cultivated 
areas and to a minor extent 
to new land. The physical tar- 
get was to increase irrigated 
areas from 270,000 acres in 1955 
to 500,000 acres in 1980. 

By the end of the plan period, 
the irrigated area was extended 
to about 390,000 acres only. The 
main reason for the shortfall of 
nearly 48 per cent was the 
senreity of experienced cngin- 
eers. 

A reflection of the multiply- 
ing population has been the 
hunger for land, and in 1956 the 
Federa! Land Development Au- 
thority was set up to open up 
virgin. jungle for agricultural 
operations and for new land_sct- 
tlements. 5 

After the initial clearing of 
jungle by contractors, careful- 
ly selected settlers become re- 
sidents and provide all the la- 
bour required to develop the 
arco. Meanwhile, eredit is ad- 
vaneed for sustenance and ma- 
terials for a period of two years, 
when [tis expected that the sct- 
tlers can make a living from 
ralsing livestock, vegetables and 
tice. The FLDA then expects to 
recover loans from the settlers 
in the seventh yeor when their 
rubber trees are ready for tap- 
ping. Scttlers should be able to 
earn at least $300 a month net 
when .the scheme — six acres 
for cnch family of which 
three would be for rubber and 
the rest for crops—is in full 
operation. 

But during the plan period, 
FLDA's achievements fell far 
short of the physical target en- 
visaged at the outset. Only 22 
schemes “had been Initiated with 
about 30,000 ocres cleared and 
3,500 families settled. Nearly a 
quarter of a million applications 
for land were still outstanding 
at the end of Inst year. 

The diMcuities cncountered 
in land allocation are the varl- 
ous degrees of co-ordination 
among numerous government 
departments at state ahd Feder- 
al Jevels, the shortage of skilled 
monogers and survey staff, and 
Inadequate funds for the FLDA, 

Although only 63 per cent of 
the programme - of capital ex- 
penditure for soctal services was 
eorried out, notable progress 
was achieved in education with 
$00.0 million spent of. the $95.4 
milllon target.

The greatest bottleneck In 

education has been teaching 
staff, and during the Pian 
period four new residential 
training colleges and 12 day 
‘training centres were cs- 
‘tablished. The supply of 
teachers kept pace with the 
number of students, although 
shortages of trained person- 
nel had to be met by recrult- 
ing Iess than fully qualificd 
teachers. 


The main progress in the pri- 
vate sector during the 1956-60 
period was in the manufactur 
ing field. 

The establishment’ of Ma- 
laya’s first industrial estate 
Petaling Jaya, just outside the 
Federal capital, Kuala Lum- 
pur, proved to be an important 
Instrument for attracting  in- 
dustrial investment. 

By providing developed sites 
with access to basic utilities 
such as roads, water, and 
power, the ‘estate eased the 
problem of starting new in- 
dustrics and avoid the delay 
that frequently occurs in direct 
land allocation procedures. | 

More than 150 factory 1 s 
have been sold to enterpriscs 
producing . processed foods, 
beverages, tobacco, pharmactu- 
ticals, paints and chemicals, 
printer materials tin contain- 
ers, plastics, electrical appliances 
and construction materials. 


FACTORIES 


About 80 factories have al- 
ready slarted production in 
Petaling Jaya, which has had 
all its factory lots taken up. 

In 1958 the Government in- 
augurated its Pioneer Indus- 
tries policy, where profits of 
enterprises which qualified at 
“pioneer” industries were ex 
empted from incame tax for a 
pened ranging from two to five 
years. So far, more than 50 
firms with 2 called up capital 
of obout $27 million and pro- 
ducing 238 products have been 
awarded pioneer status. About 
35 of these units, some from 
Hongkong, have already start- 
ed productlon. 


Total employment the 
manufacturing sector was 
roughly estlmated at 145,000 in 
1960 compared with 133,000 in 
1955, an increase of about nine 
per cent during the Plan period. 

The First Five-Year Plan 
spanned momentous years in 
the Federation's history. They 
were the years of political pro- 
gress which culminated in the 
achievement of full self-govern- 
ment ip 1957. They marked the 
period in which Communist 
terrorists were crushed and the 
Emergency was finally trought 
to an end ‘in 1060. 

And they were also years of 
signMleant econor’s advance, 
and accomplishmence despite all 
the financial and_administrative 
burdens of the Emergency and 
difficulties which accompanied 
the world-wide recession of 
1057-1958, 

Now it is up to the Second 
Five-Year Plan to increase the 
tempo of progress built during 
the last two years of the First 
Plan. :

teeth ‘from ‘deeay is 
being explored by British 
research dentists. {tis to 
spray thom . with plastic. 
Tho aim is to scal the natur- 
al onome!l—particularly in 
the cracks between tecth— 
from attack by acids and 
bacteria. Car manufacturers 
use’ the same principle to 
protect chrome fittings, 


If a breakthrough can ve 
achieved, it promises to be one 
of the biggest events In modern 
dentistry: lifelong fteedom from 
caries, But there is a snag at 
present. No plastic has yet been 
located which will stick per- 
munenily to iceth. 

Other expcriments have begun 
to discover If CHEWING GUM 
can be made to armour teeth 
against diseasc. One idea Js to 
mix an.antacid Into the mum, 
to boost the neutralising action’ 
of saliva after meals, 

At Guy’s Hospital. scientists 
have completed a serles of tests 
on 14 children who were odked 
to chew gum _ containing 
fluoride. : : 

Fluoride, now being mixed in 
tiny amounts with the water 
supplies In three areas of Bri- 
tain, has been proved — in 
American trials—to give pro-. 
tection sgainst caries, 

In ‘their report to the Britisn 
Dental Association, the: scltn- 
Usts reveal that the chemical 
climbed rapidly into the teeth. 
“A chewing period of five to 
ten minutes should be suffi- 
cient,” they suggest, % 

Putting fluoride into chowing 
gum Is good psychology. First, 
ehlidren can’ be urged %& do 
something, instead of not doing 
it. Secondly it leaves the 
choice of taking fluoride or not 
ty the Individual. So the anti- 
fluoride loyalists would have 
their chief grumble removed 
before they started.

XNERMANY has followed 

her denunciation of the 
Rhineland demilitarisation 
clauses of the Locarno an.l 
Versailles Treaties — by 
marching 19 battalions uf 
infantry. and thirteen de- 
tachments of artillery, wah 
complementary units, into 
the Rhineland. ; 


The troops were received: 
with the wildest enthusiasm 
at Cologne, Mainz and other 
German cities. 


It is estimated that 25.000 
men have entered the Rhine- 
land. z 


Herr Hitler in his speech 
to the Reichstag, declared 
that the occupation of the 
Rhineland with troops was 
the German reply to the 
Franco-Soviet pact. : 


He complained that all his 
efforts at a rapprochement 
with France had: been re- 
pulsed but Germany would 
never break the peace of 
Europe. “The Germans were 
as little longing to die as 
heroes for fantastic ideals as 
the French and British.” 
~ He denounced the French 
pact with Bolshevist Russia. 
whose avowed aim was the 
spread of communism. ~
